“MILK  ACT.” 

TLJIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
-LL  Council,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Milk  Act,”  being  chapter  42  of  the  Statutes  of 
1926-37,  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations,  effective  as  and  from  the  1st  day  of 
September,  1936,  and  to  revoke  regulations  made 
pursuant  to  the  said  Act  by  Orders  in  Council 
No.  882,  approved  the  31st  day  of  August,  1927  ; 
No.  314,  approved  the  4th  day  of  April,  1928;  and 
No.  1441,  approved  the  4th  day  of  October,  1929, 
respectively  : — 

REGULATIONS  PURSUANT  TO  THE 
“MILK  ACT.” 

Regulation  No.  1. — Interpretation. 

In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires : — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Milk  Act,”  chapter  42  of  the 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1926-27,  as 
amended : 

“  Physician  ”  means  a  duly  qualified  medical 
practitioner ; 

“  Veterinarian  ”  means  a  duly  qualified  veteri¬ 
nary  surgeon. 

Regulation  No.  2. — Basis  for  Classification 
of  Dairy-farms. 

For  the  purpose  of  classification  of  dairy-farms 
by  the  Provincial  Inspector,  and  as  a  basis  for  the 
allotment  of  marks  by  him  for  the  condition  of 
dairy-farms  pursuant  to  the  Act,  the  following  is 
prescribed  as  a  standard  for  stables  and  milk- 
houses  on  a  dairy-farm  and  for  the  equipment  and 
utensils  used  there  : — 

(u.)  All  stables  shall  be  properly  and  sufficiently 
ventilated  so  as  to  preserve  the  atmosphere  pure 
and  wholesome  at  all  times,  and  shall  be  so  con¬ 
structed  as  to  provide  not  le.^  than  six  hundred 
cubic  feet  of  air-space  and  four  square  feet  of 
j  window-area  for  each  head  of  cattle  kept  therein. 
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(b.)  The  material  used  in  t In*  construction  of 
tlie  floor-gutters  and  mangers  in  all  stables  shall  be 
concrete  or  wood  of  good  quality;  the  lloors  and 
floor-gutters  of  all  stables  shall  be  water-tight;  the 
floor-gutters  shall  lie  of  ample  depth  and  width; 
the  drainage  of  all  stables  shall  be  so  constructed 
that  all  liquid  matter  that  may  fall  or  be  cast  upon 
the  floor  may  be  conveyed  by  a  suitable  channel  to 
a  drain  inlet  situate  in  the  open  air;  such  drain 
inlet  shall  be  provided  with  a  suitable  trap  con¬ 
nection,  and  the  drain  shall  have  a  proper  air-vent 
either  situate  not  less  than  forty  feet  from  any 
window  or  door  of  the  stable  or  carried  to  an 
elevation  equal  to  that  of  the  building  in  which 
the  stable  is  situate. 

(c.)  In  all  stables,  the  distance  between  each 
floor-gutter  and  the  wall  shall  not  be  less  than 
four  feet.  Where  in  any  stable  there  is  a  double 
row  of  cattle-stalls  so  constructed  that  the  rows  of 
mangers  face  one  another  across  the  central  aisle, 
there  shall  be  a  space  between  such  rows  of  mangers 
of  not  less  than  five  feet;  and  where  in  any  stable 
there  is  a  double  row  of  stalls  with  the  mangers 
facing  towards  the  walls  of  the  stable,  the  space 
between  the  floor-gutters  of  each  row  of  stalls  shall 
be  not  less  than  six  feet. 

(d.)  Every  stable  situate  in  the  basement  of  a 
barn  shall  be  provided  with  a  dust-proof  ceiling 
which  shall  be  not  less  than  eight  feet  in  height 
from  the  ground  floor. 

(e.)  All  stables  shall  be  kept  clean  at  all  times, 
and  shall  be  whitewashed  twice  in  each  year,  or 
more  often,  if  directed  by  the  Provincial  Inspector. 

(/.)  A  supply  of  pure  water  shall  be  maintained 
suitable  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes  of  each 
stable.  The  receptacle  provided  for  such  water 
shall  be  emptied  and  thoroughly  cleansed'  from  time 
to  time  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent 
pollution  of  any  water  which  may  be  stored  there¬ 
in,  and  shall  be  placed  so  as  to  be  at  all  times 
readily  accessible. 

( g .)  No  fodder  or  cattle-food  which  contains  or 
is  affected  by  mustiness,  mould,  decay,  or  filth  shall 
be  brought  into  any  stable  or  fed  to  cattle  kept 
therein. 

(ft.)  No  person  who  is  unclean  in  clothing  or 
person  shall  be  permitted  to  milk  cows  or  handle 
milk  in  any  stable. 

(i. )  All  cows  for  milking  purposes  shall  be 
cleaned  before  being  milked,  and  shall  not  be  fed 
with  dusty  or  dust-producing  food  for  at  least  half 
an  hour  before  milking,  nor  during  milking,  nor 
until  after  all  the  milk  is  removed  from  the  stable. 
The  milk  shall  be  placed  in  a  closed  receptacle  as 
each  cow  is  milked  and  removed  from  the  stable 
and  cooled  as  soon  as  practicable.  The  milking 
shall  be  done  in  a  cleanly  manner  and  in  a  clean 
atmosphere.  All  dust  shall  be  avoided  immediately 
before  and  during  milking. 

(/.)  All  manure  and  wet  litter  shall  be  removed 
from  the  stable  every  morning  and  evening  to  a 
place  not  less  than  forty  feet  distant  from  the 
stable  and  so  situate  as  to  prevent  pollution  of 
cattle  or  contamination  of  yards.  A  closed  recep¬ 
tacle  or  tight  building  shall  be  provided  for  such 
manure  and  litter. 

(fc.)  Cows  shall  be  cleansed  after  calving,  and  all 
cows  kept  for  milking  purposes  shall  be  free  from 
purulent  discharges  of  any  nature. 

( l .)  No  milk  taken  from  any  cow  during  the 
period  of  three  weeks  before  she  calves,  or  during 
the  period  of  three  days  after  she  calves,  or  there¬ 
after  until  the  condition  of  her  milk  has  become 
normal  shall  be  sold  or  supplied  for  human  con¬ 
sumption. 

(m.)  All  cows  kept  for  milking  purposes  shall  be 
subjected  to  the  tuberculin  test  at  least,  once  each 
year,  and  more  often  if  directed  by  the  Minister. 
On  each  visit  of  a  Provincial  Inspector  all  cows 
present  in  the  herd  at  the  time  of  its  last  inspec¬ 
tion  by  a  Provincial  Inspector  shall  be  accounted 
for  to  his  satisfaction. 

(n.)  The  material  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  floors  of  all  buildings  in  which  milk  is  cooled, 
separated,  or  stored  (in  this  regulation  referred  to 


as  “  milk  houses  ”)  shall  lie  of  concrete  or  dressed 
matched  lumber.  If  wooden  material  is  used  in 
tin1  construction  of  floors,  it  shall  hi*  treated  with 
some  substance  to  prevent  the  absorption  of  liquids. 
The  junction  of  the  wall  and  floor  shall  he  water¬ 
tight.  The  floors  of  all  milk-houses  shall  be  con¬ 
structed  on  an  inclined  plane,  and  gutters  shall  he 
so  arranged  that  all  liquid  matter  which  may  fall 
or  be  cast  upon  the  floor  and  all  water  which  has 
been  used  shall  be  carried  out  to  a  point  not  less 
than  one  hundred  feet  from  the  milk-house  or  dis¬ 
charged  into  a  sewer  through  a  trapped  drain. 
All  milk-houses  shall  be  provided  with  sufficient 
light  and  ventilation  and  must  be  kept  sweet  and 
clean  at  all  times. 

(o.)  No  milk-house  shall  be  attached  to  or  form 
part  of  any  barn,  stable,  or  dwelling,  nor  be  located 
near  the  stable-yard  or  any  source  of  contamina¬ 
tion.  No  milk-house  shall  be  located  less  than 
thirty  feet  from  any  other  building. 

(p.)  Screen  doors  and  screen  windows  or  other 
suitable  appliances  shall  be  provided  of  a  kind 
effective  to  keep  flies  and  vermin  from  all  milk- 
houses  and  all  dairy  utensils. 

(q.)  All  dairy  utensils  shall  be  free  from  rust, 
with  all  seams  and  joints  soldered  on  the  inside 
and  perfectly  tight-fitting.  All  milk-houses  from 
which  milk  is  to  be  supplied  for  human  consumption 
without  previous  pasteurization  shall  be  equipped 
with  means  of  steaming  the  utensils  effectively. 
All  utensils  shall  be  cleansed,  scalded,  or  steamed 
on  each  occasion  after  being  used,  and  shall  be  aired 
and  kept  free  from  dust.  8mall-topped  pails  con¬ 
structed  entirely  of  metal  shall  be  used  in  milking. 

(r.)  Milk-wagons  or  other  vehicles  used  in  trans¬ 
porting  milk  shall  be  kept  clean  at  all  times,  and 
suitable  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  protection 
of  milk  against  dust,  rain,  and  the  direct  rays  of 
the  sun. 

The  matters  and  things  comprised  in  the  stand¬ 
ard  set  out  in  this  regulation  shall  not  be  con¬ 
strued  as  forming  a  complete  or  exclusive  basis  for 
the  allotment  of  marks  by  the  Provincial  Inspector, 
but  shall  be  deemed  to  be  supplementary  to  such 
other  matters  and  things  as  may  be  provided  for  by 
the  Minister  in  the  exercise  of  his  authority  under 
the  Act  to  prescribe  a  method  and  a  score-card  for 
the  allotment  of  marks  to  dairy-farmers  as  to  the 
condition  of  their  dairy-farms. 

Regulation  No.  3. — Standard  for  Certified 
Milk. 

The  following  is  prescribed  as  the  standard  for 
“  certified  ”  milk  or  cream,  as  the  case  may  be, 
for  the  purposes  of  section  16  of  the  Act :  The  milk 
or  cream  shall  be  produced  on  a  dairy-farm  certi¬ 
fied  by  a  Provincial  Inspector  to  be  classed  as  Grade 
A  under  the  Act,  and  shall  be  so  produced  and  shall 
be  dealt  with  subject  to  and  in  full  compliance  with 
the  following  conditions  and  directions : — 

(1.)  All  buildings  in  which  certified  milk  is  pro¬ 
duced  or  handled  shall  be  apart  from  other  build¬ 
ings  and  protected  from  dust  of  roads  and  fields. 
The  surroundings  shall  be  free  from  dirt,  rubbish, 
animal  or  vegetable  waste,  and'  be  well  drained  and 
dry  : 

(2.)  All  necessary  measures  shall  be  taken  to 
prevent  the  entrance  of  flies  and  other  insects,  rats 
and  other  vermin  into  the  buildings,  and  to  prevent 
closets  or  privies,  hog-pens,  hen-houses,  or  manure- 
piles  from  exposure  to  flies  or  from  being  sources  of 
bad  odours ; 

(3-)  The  milk-house  shall  be  located  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  not  less  than  thirty  feet  from  the  cow- 
stable  or  other  building,  and  at  a  distance  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  feet  from-  any  dwelling,  or 
any  greater  distances  required  by  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  of  the  municipality  in  which  the  milk 
is  to  be  consumed,  or  his  designated  representative 
(hereinafter  called’  the  “Medical  Health  Officer”), 
and  there  shall  be  no  hog-pen,  hen-house,  manure- 
pile,  or  any  closet  or  privy  other  than  of  a  modern 
approved  sanitary  flushing  type  within  three  hun¬ 
dred  feet  of  it; 
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(4.)  The  milk-house  shall  contain  a  cooling-  and 
bottling  room,  a  wash  and  sterilizing  room,  and  a 
boiler-room,  separate,  and1  to  be  used  only  for  their 
proper  purposes  in  the  production  of  certified  milk 
alone.  The  floors  shall  be  of  concrete.  No  ani¬ 
mals  shall  be  allowed  therein.  While  in  use  the 
cooling  and  bottling  room  shall  be  entered  only  by 
persons  employed  therein  or  by  qualified  Inspectors. 
Thermometers  shall  be  used  on  all  sterilizers : 

(5.)  Pastures  to  which  the  cows  have  access 
shall  be  free  from  marshes,  stagnant  pools,  con¬ 
taminated  streams,  or  from  infectious  matter  and 
plants  which  might  affect  the  milk  deleteriously. 
In  all  cases  on  a  dairy-farm  producing  certified 
milk,  where  those  premises  frequented  by  the  herd 
immediately  adjoin  other  premises  or  roads  to  which 
other  live  stock  have  access,  a  system  of  double 
fencing  shall  be  employed  to  prevent  infection,  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Medical  Health  Officer : 

(G. )  No  horses,  hogs,  dogs,  or  other  animals  or 
fowls  shall  be  housed  with  the  herd  producing  cer¬ 
tified  milk.  All  cows  kept  in  the  same  barn  with 
the  milking-cows  shall  refceive  the  same  provision 
and  care.  Three-teated  cows  shall  be  excluded 
from  the  herd : 

(7.)  All  bedding  shall  be  fresh,  clean,  dry,  ab¬ 
sorbent,  and  reasonably  free  from  dust.  Where  an 
exercise-yard,  shelter,  corral,  or  shed  is  provided, 
the  floor  of  such  shall  be  made  of  non-absorbent 
material  properly  graded  and  drained  and  shall  be 
kept  clean  at  all  times : 

(8.)  Cleaning  of  the  stable  shall  be  done  not 
less  than  one  hour  before  milking-time  and  the  floor 
shall  be  swept  and  kept  free  from  refuse.  Manure, 
when  removed  from  the  stable,  shall  be  hauled 
directly  to  the  field  and  spread,  if  possible.  If 
stored  temporarily  near  the  cow-stable  it  shall  be 
placed  in  a  concrete  container  screened  against  flies 
and  be  removed  to  the  fields  and  spread  at  least 
every  seven  (7)  days.  During  the  summer  months 
(April  1st  to  October  15th)  manure  shall  not  even 
temporarily  be  stored  within  three  hundred  feet  of 
the  cow-stable  or  milk-house : 

(9.)  All  long  hairs  shall  be  clipped  from  the 
udder,  flanks,  and  from  the  tail  above  the  switch 
of  each  cow.  The  switch  shall  be  cut  to  clear  the 
ground.  All  cows  shall  be  groomed  before  each 
milking,  all  dirt  being  removed  by  means  of  a  curry¬ 
comb,  a  stiff  brush,  and  by  washing  with  a  clean 
cloth  and  clean  water.  The  grooming  shall  be  com¬ 
pleted  half  an  hour  before  the  time  of  milking.  The 
udders  when  washed  shall  be  wiped  with  a  clean 
damp  cloth  : 

(10.)  All  foodstuffs  shall  be  kept  in  an  apart¬ 
ment  separate  from  the  cow-stable  and  be  brought 
into  the  stable  only  immediately  before  the  feeding- 
hour,  which  shall  follow  the  time  of  milking : 

(11.)  An  inspection  of  the  milk-house  in  which 
certified  milk  is  cooled,  bottled,  sealed,  and  handled 
shall  be  made  at  least  once  a  month  by  the  Medical 
Health  Officer : 

C12. )  When  application  is  made  for  a  certificate 
under  section  16  of  the  Act.  a  tuberculin  test  of 
the  herd  shall  be  made,  and  if  any  of  the  animals 
react  a  second  test  shall  he  made  within  sixty  to 
ninety  days.  If  no  reactor  is  found  a  certificate 
may  be  granted.  Thereafter  the  herd  shall  be 
tested  semi-annually  until  it  passes  three  successive 
tests  without  any  reactions,  after  which  it  shall  be 
tested  annually,  but  when  any  reactions  occur  an 
additional  test  shall  be  made  within  sixty  to  ninety 
days,  followed  by  further  tests  as  before  provided. 

If  no  reactors  are  found  on  the  first  test,  the 
second  test  shall  follow  in  six  months.  If  the 
entire  herd  has  been  subjected  to  a  tuberculin  test 
within  sixty  days  prior  to  a  receipt  of  the  applica¬ 
tion,  this  may,  if  satisfactory,  he  accepted  as  the 
first  test : 

(13.)  All  reactors  shall  be  removed  from  the 
herd  immediately  after  discovery  and  the  milk  shall 
be  discarded  and  the  stables  and  exercise-yards  used 
by  them  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  in  a  man¬ 
ner  satisfactory  to  the  Medical  Health  Officer: 

(14.)  Each  cow  in  a  cerified  herd  shall  be 
sketched,  labelled,  or  tagged  with  a  number  or 
mark  which  will  permanently  identify  her: 


(15.)  Each  cow  shall  be  registered  in  a  herd 
record,  which  shall  be  accurately  kept  by  the  dairy- 
farmer,  so  that  her  entrance,  departure,  and  dates 
of  her  calving-period  and  tuberculin-testing  can  be 
ascertained.  This  record  shall  be  accessible  to  the 
Medical  Health  Officer  and  the  dairy-farmer  shall 
be  responsible  for  its  accuracy : 

(16.)  No  cow  known  or  suspected  to  be  diseased 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  milking  herd. 
Any  cow  showing  signs  of  disease,  or  under  sus¬ 
picion  of  being  diseased,  shall  be  immediately  re¬ 
moved  from  the  milking-stable  to  a  separate  build¬ 
ing  provided  for  such  animals  and  the  milk  shall 
not  be  used.  Any  cow  affected  with  mastitis 
(garget)  shall  be  removed  from  the  milking  herd, 
even  if  only  one-quarter  of  the  udder  is  affected, 
and  none  of  the  milk  from  any  of  the  quarters  shall 
be  used.  No  cow  removed  on  account  of  disease 
shall  be  returned  to  the  milking  herd  without  the 
approval  of  a  veterinarian  : 

(li.)  Milk  from  all  cows  shall  be  excluded  for 
a  period  of  thirty  days  before  and  seven  days  after 
parturition.  Cows  shall  not  be  permitted  to  calve 
in  the  milking-stable  or  in  the  stable  where  the  herd 
is  housed,  and  shall  not  be  returned  to  said  stable 
while  the  uterine  discharges  are  putrid  or  purulent 
and  under  no  condition  before  the  seventh  day  fol¬ 
lowing  parturition  : 

(18.)  In  the  event  of  the  occurrence  of  a  disease 
which  appears  to  be  of  a  serious  character,  between 
the  visits  of  the  veterinarian,  or  if  a  number  of 
cows  become  sick  at  about  the  same  time,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  dairy-farmer  to  withdraw  such 
affected  cattle  from  the  herd,  and  to  notify  the 
veterinarian  immediately,  and  to  withdraw  such 
milk  from  sale  pending  his  inspection : 

(19.)  A  veterinary  inspection  (including  a  care¬ 
ful  physical  examination)  of  each  cow  in  the  herd 
shall  be  made  at  least  once  a  month : 

(20.)  Adequate  lavatory  facilities  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  milkers.  The  hands  of  the  milkers 
shall  be  thoroughly  washed  and  scrubbed  before 
milking  commences ;  they  shall  be  washed  and  care¬ 
fully  dried  before  the  milking  of  each  successive 
cow.  The  practice  of  moistening  the  hand  with 
milk  is  forbidden  : 

(21.)  Milkers  and  other  persons  handling  the 
milk  shall  wear  clean  suits  and  caps  that  shall  be 
worn  for  no  other  purpose,  and  these  when  not  in 
use  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  place  protected  from 
dust  and  dirt : 

(22.)  Employees  shall  not  use  tobacco  or  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquor  while  in  the  cow-stable  or  in  the  milk- 
house.  During  milking,  the  milkers  shall  be  care¬ 
ful  not  to  touch  anything  but  the  milking-utensils 
and  the  cow’s  teats.  Employees  are  forbidden  to 
spit  upon  the  floors  or  walls  of  the  stables  or  upon 
the  floors  or  walls  of  the  milk-house : 

(2,3.)  Toilet  facilities,  provided  for  the  milkers 
and  others  handling  milk,  shall  be  of  a  modern, 
approved,  sanitary  flushing  type  and  shall  be  located 
outside  of  the  dairy  buildings,  not  in  proximity  to 
the  bottling-room  or  receiving- room.  All  toilets 
shall  be  properly  screened  and  shall  be  kept  clean, 
and  there  shall  be  readily  accessible  thereto  a  prop¬ 
erly  equipped  lavatory: 

(24.)  The  first  streams  of  milk  from  each  teat 
shall  be  rejected.  Such  milk  shall  be  milked  through 
a  very  fine-meshed  strainer  to  help  to  determine  the 
presence  or  absence  of  garget  and  be  collected  in  a 
separate  vessel,  and  shall  not  be  milked  upon  the 
floors  or  into  the  gutters.  If  the  milk  from  any 
cow  is  bloody,  stringy,  or  in  anywise  unnatural,  the 
milk  from  that  cow  shall  be  rejected,  and  the  cow 
shall  be  removed  from  the  milking  herd  and  shall 
not  be  returned  until  approved  by  the  veterinarian. 

If  dirt  gets  into  the  pail,  the  milk  shall  be  dis¬ 
carded  and  the  pail  washed  and  sterilized  before  it 
is  used  again.  The  pails  shall  be  protected  from 
extraneous  contamination.  Promptly  after  the  milk 
is  drawn  it  shall  be  removed  from  the  stable  and 
strained  through  strainers  made  of  double  layers  of 
finely  meshed  cheese-cloth  or  absorbent  cotton  or 
other  approved  material,  thoroughly  sterilized. 
Several  strainers  shall  be  provided  for  each  milking 
in  order  that  they  may  be  frequently  changed: 
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(25.)  The  milk  shall  be  <h>oIo<1  and  bottled  imme¬ 
diately  after  being  milked,  and  shall  he  kept  at  a 
temperature  above  freezing  and  below  45°  F.  until 
delivered  to  the  consumer: 

(2(5.)  The  milk  shall  be  bottled,  capped,  and 
sealed  upon  the  dairy-farm  where  it  is  produced. 
After  being  cooled  and  bottled  it  shall  be  immedi¬ 
ately  capped  and'  sealed  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Medical  Health  Officer.  The  inner  cap  shall 
be  applied  only  by  a  suitable  capping-machine.  The 
seal  shall  include  a  sterile  hood  which  completely 
covers  the  lip  of  the  bottle,  which  cannot  be  used 
a  second  time  for  sealing  the  bottle,  and  shall  be  of 
such  design  and  colour  and  show  the  name  of  the 
dairy-farm  and  such  other  information  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Medical  Health  Officer. 

(27.)  The  milk  shall  be  delivered  to  the  consu¬ 
mer  within  thirty  (30)  hours  from  the  time  of 
milking : 

(28.)  Every  employee  for  milking  or  handling 
milk  or  to  be  regularly  employed  on  the  dairy-farm 
shall  be  examined  by  the  Medical  Health  Officer  or 
his  designated  representative,  or  a  qualified  physi¬ 
cian  approved  of  by  him,  before  assuming  his  duties, 
and  all  necessary  laboratory  tests  shall  be  made 
when  such  are  indicated. 

(29.)  The  physician  shall  visit  the  dairy-farm 
weekly  and  examine  all  those  who  milk  or  handle 
the  milk  and  all  regular  dairy-farm  employees,  and 
shall  report  to  the  Medical  Health  Officer  upon 
blank  forms  supplied  for  that  purpose.  This  report 
shall  be  countersigned  by  the  dairy-farmer : 

(30.)  No  person  suffering  from  any  communi¬ 
cable  disease  or  known  to  be  a  typhoid  carrier  shall 
be  employed  in  the  production  of  certified  milk.  No 
person  known  or  suspected  to  have  had  typhoid 
fever  shall  be  employed  except  by  special  permit  of 
the  Medical  Health  Officer.  Satisfactory  evidence 
of  successful  vaccination  against  smallpox  within 
seven  years  shall  be  presented  before  employment : 

(31.)  A  record  shall  be  kept  on  the  dairy-farm 
premises  of  each  employee,  which  shall  show  his 
name  and  address,  date  of  employment,  his  medi¬ 
cal  history,  results  of  physical  examinations  of  cul¬ 
tures  and  other  laboratory  tests : 

(32.)  When  employees  live  upon  the  dairy-farm 
their  dormitories  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Medical  Health  Officer.  Sufficient  bathing  and 
toilet  facilities  shall  be  provided  for  employees  liv¬ 
ing  on  the  dairy-farm : 

(33.)  Examinations  of  milk  are  to  be  made  fre¬ 
quently  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer.  All  samples  required  for  examination  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  distributers  and  collected  by 
the  Medical  Health  Officer.  The  samples  to  be 
examined  shall  be  obtained  from  milk  as  offered  for 
sale.  The  samples  shall  be  kept  in  properly  iced 
containers : 

(34.)  Certified  milk  shall  contain  not  over  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  bacteria  (colonies)  per  cubic 
centimetre  during  the  months  from  and  including 
May  to  October  and  five  thousand  (5,000)  bacteria 
(colonies)  per  cubic  centimetre  during  the  months 
from  and  including  November  to  April.  If  the 
count  exceeds  the  above  limits  a  further  count  shall 
be  made,  and  if  normal  counts  are  not  restored 
within  ten  days  the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  given  under  section  16  of  the  Act  may  be 
suspended  or  cancelled.  Bacterial  examinations 
shall  be  made  as  soon  as  possible  after  collection 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  interval  be  over  three 
hours : 

(35.)  The  methods  and  technique  used  in  the 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  certi¬ 
fied  milk  shall  conform  to  the  standard  methods 
and  technique  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  ex¬ 
aminations  of  milk : 

(36.)  Certified  milk  shall  have  undergone  no 
pasteurization  or  sterilization.  Certified  milk  shall 
contain  an  average  of  4  per  cent,  of  butter-fat, 
with  a  minimum  of  3.5  per  cent. ;  this  average  to 
be  based  on  samples  taken  throughout  a  period  of 
not  over  ninety  days: 

(37.)  All  specifications  governing  certified  milk, 
except  in  relation  to  butter-fat  and  bacteria,  shall 
also  apply  to  certified  cream : 


(38.)  The  percentage  of  butter-fat  in  certified 
cream  shall  be  stated  on  the  cap  of  the  hot  tie  in 
which  the  cream  is  delivered  to  the  consumer. 

Regulation  No.  4  Clashes  ok  Milk  am> 
Cream . 

The  following  four  classes  of  milk  and  cream 
are  prescribed : — 

Certified  Milk  and  Certified  Cream. — Being  milk 
or  cream,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  complies  in  all 
respects  with  the  standard  for  certified  milk  or 
cream,  respectively,  prescribed  for  the  purposes  of 
section  16  of  the  Act. 

Preferred  Raw  Milk  and  Preferred  Raw  Cream. — 
Being  milk  or  cream,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  is 
produced  on  a  dairy-farm  certified  by  a  Provincial 
Inspector  to  be  classed  as  Grade  A  under  the  Act, 
and  which  is  bottled  on  the  dairy-farm  where  pro¬ 
duced,  and  which  at  no  time  prior  to  its  delivery  to 
a  consumer,  nor  at  the  time  of  such  delivery,  con¬ 
tains,  in  the  case  of  milk,  more  than  thirty  thousand 
(30,000)  bacteria  (colonies)  per  cubic  centimetre, 
or,  in  the  case  of  cream,  more  than  two  hundred 
thousand  (200,000)  bacteria  (colonies)  per  cubic 
centimetre. 

Rato  Milk  and  Raw  Cream. — -Being  milk  or 
cream,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  is  produced  on  a 
dairy-farm  certified  by  a  Provincial  Inspector  to  be 
classed  as  Grade  A  under  the  Act,  and  which  at 
no  time  prior  to  its  delivery  to  a  consumer,  nor  at 
the  time  of  such  delivery,  contains,  in  the  case  of 
milk,  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000) 
bacteria  (colonies)  per  cubic  centimetre,  or,  in  the 
case  of  cream,  more  than  three  hundred  thousand 
(300,000)  bacteria  (colonies)  per  cubic  centimetre. 

Pasteurised  Milk  and  Pasteurised  Cream. — Being 
milk  or  cream,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  has  been 
subjected  to  the  process  of  pasteurization  according 
to  section  17  of  the  Act,  and  which,  in  the  case  of 
milk,  has  not  at  any  time  prior  to  its  pasteurization 
contained  more  than  one  million  (1,000,000)  bac¬ 
teria  (colonies)  per  cubic  centimetre,  and  which  at 
no  time  after  pasteurization  and  prior  to  its  deliv¬ 
ery  to  a  consumer,  nor  at  the  time  of  such  delivery, 
contains  more  than  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  bac¬ 
teria  (colonies)  per  cubic  centimetre,  and  which,  in 
the  case  of  cream,  at  no  time  after  pasteurization 
and  prior  to  its  delivery  to  a  consumer,  nor  at  the 
time  of  such  delivery,  contains  moi'e  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  bacteria 
(colonies)  per  cubic  centimetre.

To  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council: 

r II HE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  recommend 
-L  that  authority  for  the  expenditure  of  the 
moneys  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
fiscal  year  1930-31  under  Vote  No.  52,  Extermina¬ 
tion  of  Noxious  Animals — Expenses,  etc.,  be  given 
as  follows : — 

1.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter 
contained,  payment  shall  be  made  to  any  person 
who  i a  the  holder  of  a  licence  to  carry  firearms 
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under  the  “  Game  Act,”  or  to  any  Indian  who  is  a 
resident  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  in 
respect  of  timber-wolves,  cougars,  and  coyotes 
killed  by  him  within  the  Province,  of  the  respective 
amounts  following : — 

(a.)  In  respect  of  each  timber-wolf  (black  or 
grey)  not  less  than  one  week  old1  when 
killed,  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  : 

(  b.)  In  respect  of  each  cougar  not  less  than  one 
week  old  when  killed,  forty  dollars  ($40)  : 
(c.)  In  respect  of  each  coyote  killed  between  the 
first  day  of  May  and  the  thirty-first  day 
of  October,  1030,  both  dates  inclusive,  seven 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($7.50). 

2.  Every  person  applying  for  payment  in  respect 
of  any  animal  killed  by  him  shall  produce  the 
entire  pelt  of  the  animal  to  one  of  the  following 
officers,  namely :  A  Provincial  Game  Inspector  or 
Game  Warden,  an  officer  or  constable  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Police  Force,  or  a  person  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  as  an  officer 
to  receive  applications  for  the  purposes  herein  set 
out.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
lending  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in 
every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.

rPHE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
-L  before  them  a  report,  dated  14th  May,  1930, 
from  the  Superintendent-General  of  Indian  Affairs, 
submitting  that  the  Cook’s  Ferry  Indian  Reserve 
No.  4a  was  confirmed  by  Order  in  Council  P.C. 
2410,  dated  31st  October,  1890.  The  right-of-way 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  was  excepted  and 
taken  to  be  100  feet  in  width.  The  railway  is  con¬ 
structed  on  a  steep  hillside  and  the  plan  as  finally 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
shows  a  varying  width  of  from  425  to  450  feet. 
The  right-of-way  does  not  touch  the  water,  the 
extra  width  being  on  the  mountain-side.  The  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Interior  is  under  obligation  to 
hand  over  the  required  right-of-way  to  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  free  of  charge.  The  aforesaid 
parcel  of  land  may  be  described  as  follows : —

TIIE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  27th  May,  1930, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that 
application  has  been  made  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  on  behalf  of  the  Westminster  Power  Com¬ 
pany.  Limit  'd,  to  lease  certain  lands  in  Townships 
6  and  7,  Range  7,  west  of  the  seventh  meridian,  in 
the  Railway  Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  shown  on  plans  of  record  in  the  Department 
of  the  Interior  under  Nos.  37158  and  37159  as 
Parcels  “  B,”  “  O,”  “  F,”  “  H,”  “I,”  “  J,”  “  M,” 
“  P,”  and  “  Q,”  being  site  of  penstock,  dam-site, 
rights-of-way  for  tunnel  and  pipe  lines,  comprising 
together  an  area  of  79.80  acres,  more  or  less, 
required  in  connection  with  the  development  of  its 
power  scheme. 

The  Minister,  being  of  the  opinion  that  this  appli¬

are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached  Regulations 
made,  established,  and  substituted  in  lieu  thereof.

Definitions. 

1.  In  these  Regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires : — 

(a.)  “Migratory  game  birds”  means  the  follow¬ 
ing  : — 

Anatidffi  or  water-fowl,  including  brant,  wild 
duck,  geese,  and  swans  : 

Gruidie  or  cranes,  including  little  brown,  sand¬ 
hill,  and  whooping  cranes : 

Rallidse  or  rails,  including  coots,  gallinules,  and 
eora  and  other  rails : 

Limicolse  or  shore-birds,  including  avocets,  cur¬ 
lew,  dowitchers,  godwits,  knots,  oyster- 
catchers,  phalaropes,  plovers,  sandpipers, 
snipe,  stilts,  surf-birds,  turnstones,  willet, 
woodcock,  and  yellowlegs : 

Columbidse  or  pigeons,  including  doves  and  wild 
pigeons. 

(6.)  “Migratory  insectivorous  birds”  means  the 
following : — 

Bobolinks,  catbirds,  chickadees,  cuckoos,  flickers, 
fly-catchers,  grosbreaks,  humming-birds,  king¬ 
lets,  martins,  meadow-larks,  night-hawks  or 
bullbats,  nuthatches,  orioles,  robins,  shrikes, 
swallows,  swifts,  tanagers,  titmice,  thrushes, 
vireos,  warblers,  waxwings,  whip-poor-wills, 
woodpeckers,  and  wrens,  and  all  other  perch¬ 
ing  birds  which  feed  entirely  or  chiefly  on 
insects. 

(c.)  “  Migratory  non-game  birds  ”  means  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : — 

Auks,  anklets,  bitterns,  fulmars,  gannets,  grebes, 
guillemots,  gulls,  herons,  jaegers,  loons, 
murres,  petrels,  puffins,  shearwaters,  and 
terns. 

Close  Seasons. 

2.  No  person  shall  kill,  hunt,  capture,  injure, 
take,  or  molest  any  migratory  game  birds  except  in 
the  case  of  the  birds  hereinafter  specified  in  this 
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section,  and  during  the  period  specified  for  each 
Province.  The  presence  of  persons  with  firearms, 
with  or  without  decoys,  lying  in  wait  for  migratory 
birds,  shall  be  considered  prima  facie  evidence  of 
hunting. 

Ducks,  Cleese,  Brunt,  Rails,  Coots. 

In  Prince  Edward  Island:  September  15th  to 
December  31st,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  New  Brunswick,  except  the  islands  in  the 
Grand  Manan  Group,  in  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick :  September  loth  to  December  51st, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  islands  in  the  Grand  Manan  Group,  in 
the  Province  of  New'  Brunswick:  October  15th  to 
January  31st,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Quebec:  September  1st  to  December  15th, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  part  of  Ontario  lying  north  and  west  of 
the  French  and  Mattawa  Rivers  and  also  including 
all  Georgian  Bay  waters :  September  1st  to  Decem¬ 
ber  15th,  both  dates  inclusive.

In  the  Provincial  Electoral  District  of  Creston, 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  :  September 
15th  to  November  30th,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Geese,  Ducks,  Coots. 

In  British  Columbia  (Western  District)  :  Octo¬ 
ber  15th  to  January  31st,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Black  Brant. 

In  British  Columbia  (Western  District)  :  Novem 
ber  15th  to  February  2Sth,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Band-tailed  Pigeons. 

In  British  Columbia:  September  15th  to  October 
15th,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Ducks,  Rails. 

In  Nova  Scotia,  except  in  the  County  of  Cum¬ 
berland1:  October  1st  to  January  15th,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  Cumberland  County,  in  the  Province  of  Nova 
Scotia:  September  15th  to  December  31st,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

Geese,  Brant. 

In  Nova  Scotia,  except  Shelburne,  Queens,  and 
Halifax  Counties:  October  1st  to  January  15th, 
both  dates  inclusive.

In  that  part  of  Alberta  lying  south  of  the  Clear¬ 
water  and  Athabaska  Rivers :  September  15th  to 
December  14th,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (Western  District)  :  October 
15th  to  January  31st,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (Eastern  District)  :  Sep¬ 
tember  15th  to  December  31st,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  North-west  Territories  and  Yukon  Terri¬ 
tory  :  September  1st  to  December  14th,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Indians  and  Eskimos  may  take  Scoters. 

Provided,  however,  that  Indians  and  Eskimos  may 
take  scoters  or  “  Siwash  ducks”  for  food  at  any 
time  of  the  year,  but  scoters  so  taken  shall  not  be 
sold. 

British  Columbia  Districts. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  or  any  other  Regula¬ 
tions,  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  shall  be 
divided  into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  West¬ 
ern  and  Eastern  Districts. 

Western  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that 
portion  of  the  Province  situate  and  lying  to  the 
west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range  and  south 
of  the  southern  boundaries  of  the  Provincial  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts  of  Skeena  and  Prince  Rupert,  ex¬ 
cluding  that  portion  of  the  Provincial  Electoral 
District  of  Lillooet  situate  and  lying  to  the  east 
of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic)  of 
the  easterly  railway  yard  limit  of  Alta  Lake  Rail¬ 
way  Station  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Rail¬ 
way. 

Eastern  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  of 
the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Permanent  Protection  of  Insectivorous  Birds. 

3.  The  killing,  hunting,  capturing,  taking,  injur¬ 
ing,  or  molesting  of  migratory  insectivorous  birds, 
their  eggs  or  nests,  is  prohibited  throughout  the 
year,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Protection  of  Migratory  Non-game  Birds. 

4.  The  killing,  hunting,  taking,  injuring,  capturing, 
or  molesting  of  migratory  non-game  birds,  or  their 
eggs  or  nests,  except  as  herein  or  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided,  is  prohibited  throughout  the  year:  Provided, 
however,  that  the  Indians  and  Eskimos  may  take 
at  any  season  auks,  auklets,  guillemots,  murres, 
and  puffins  and  their  eggs  for  human  food  and  their 
skins  for  clothing,  but  birds  and  eggs  taken  in  vir¬ 
tue  of  this  exemption  shall  not  be  sold  or  offered 
for  sale  or  otherw’ise  traded. 

Close  Season  for  a  Period  of  Years  on  certain 
Migratory  Game  Birds. 

5.  A  close  season  shall  continue  until  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1032.  on  the  following  migratory  game 
birds  :  Little  brown,  sand-hill,  and  whooping  cranes, 
swans,  curlew,  greater  and  lesser  yellow-legs,  black- 
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bellied  and  golden  plover,  and  all  shore-birds  (ex¬ 
cept  Wilson’s  or  jack  snipe  and  woodcock). 

Close  Season  on  Wood-duck  and  Eider-duck. 

6.  A  close  season  shall  continue  on  wood-duck  un¬ 
til  the  31st  day  of  January,  1031. 

A  close  season  shall  continue  on  eider-duck  until 
the  31st  day  of  January,  1931,  except  that  in  the 
Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince 
Edward  Island,  Yukon  Territory,  North-west  Ter¬ 
ritories,  and  that  part  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 
lying  north  of  the  Quebec,  Cochrane,  Winnipeg 
line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway,  they  may 
be  taken  in  the  open  season  allowed  under  these 
Regulations. 

Prohibition  of  Taking  of  Eggs  of  Migratory 
Birds. 

i.  The  taking  of  the  nests  or  eggs  of  migratory 
game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non- 
game  birds  is  prohibited,  except  as  otherwise  pro-  t 
vided  in  these  Regulations. 

Sale  of  Migratory  Game  Birds. 

8.  In  the  Provinces  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  Nova 
Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Ontario,  Manitoba,  Sas¬ 
katchewan,  Alberta,  and  British  Columbia,  no  per¬ 
son  shall  sell,  expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy, 
trade  or  traffic  in  any  migratory  game  bird  ;  and 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec  no  person  shall  sell, 
expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy,  trade  or  traffic 
in  any  migratory  game  bird,  except,  however,  that 
ducks  only  may  be  bought  and  sold  during  the 
open  season  hereunder;  and  in  the  North-west 
Territories  and  Yukon  Territory  no  person  shall 
sell,  expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy,  trade  or 
traffic  in  any  migratory  game  bird,  except  during 
the  open  season  provided  for  such  birds  hereunder. 

Possession  of  Migratory  Game  .Birds  which 

WERE  LEGALLY  TAKEN  IN  THE  OPEN  SEASON 
DURING  THE  CLOSE  SEASON  FOLLOWING. 

9.  Migratory  game  birtls  killed  during  the  season 
when  the  killing  of  such  birds  is  legal  may  be 
possessed  during  the  following  periods  in  the  vari¬ 
ous  Provinces,  but  the  onus  of  proof  that  birds 
possessed  under  this  section  were  lawfully  killed 
shall  be  on  the  person  having  such  birds  in  pos¬ 
session  ; — 

In  Prince  Edward  Island:  From  the  close  of 
the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including 
January  31st  next  following. 

In  Nova  Scotia  :  For  one  month  after  the  close 
of  the  open  season  provided,  except  that  in  Shel¬ 
burne,  Queens,  and  Halifax  Counties  geese  may  be 
possessed  from  the  close  of  the  open  season  pro¬ 
vided  up  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  February 
next  following. 

In  New  Brunswick :  From  the  close  of  the  open 
season  provided  up  to  and  including  January  31st 
next  following,  except  that  in  the  Grand  Manan 
Group  such  birds  may  be  possessed  from  the  close 
of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including 
the  last  day  of  February  next  following. 

In  Quebec :  !  rom  the  close  of  the  open  season 
provided  up  to  and  including  March  31st  next 
following. 

In  Ontario;  From  the  close  of  the  open  season 
provided  up  to  and  including  March  31st  next  fol¬ 
lowing. 

In  Manitoba  :  From  the  close  of  the  open  season 
provided  up  to  and  including  March  31st  next  fol¬ 
lowing. 

In  Saskatchewan  ;  From  the  close  of  the  open 
season  provided  up  to  and  including  the  last  day 
of  February  next  following. 

In  Alberta  :  I  rom  the  close  of  the  open  season 
provided  up  to  and  including  March  31st  next 
following. 

In  the  North-west  Territories  and  Yukon  Ter- 
tory  ;  From  tin1  close  of  the  open  season  provided- 
up  to  and  including  April  14th  next  following. 

In  British  Columbia:  For  fourteen  days  after 
the  close  of  the  open  season. 

Provided,  however,  that  in  British  Columbia  no 
person  shall  have  any  migratory  game  birds  or  any 
parts*  thereof  in  any  shop,  public  market,  store¬ 


house,  warehouse,  restaurant,  hotel,  club-house, 
camp,  or  any  other  place  where  merchandise  is 
being  sold  or  where  meals  are  being  served  to  the 
public;  or  upon  any  delivery  cart  or  wagon  in  use 
for  or  belonging  thereto,  or  upon  any  dining-car 
belonging  to  any  railway  company,  or  in  any  galley 
or  dining-room  of  any  vessel,  or  among  the  ship’s 
stores  of  any  vessel. 

Bag  Limits. 

10.  No  person  shall  kill  during  any  day,  or  during 
any  season,  migratory  game  birds  in  the  various 
Provinces  in  excess  of  the  numbers  set  forth  as 
follows : — 

In  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Quebec, 
North-west  Territories,  and  Yukon  Territory,  in 
any  day : — 

Ducks  :  Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Brant :  Fifteen. 

Rails,  coots,  and  gallinules :  Twenty-five  in  the 
aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

I\  ilson  s  snipe  or  jack-snipe  :  Twenty-five. 
Woodcock :  Bight. 

And  in  the  above  Provinces  in  any  one  season  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  woodcock. 

In  New  Brunswick  in  any  day : — 

Ducks :  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Brant:  Fifteen. 

Rails,  coots,  and  gallinules:  Twenty-five  in  the 
aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Wilson’s  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 
Woodcock :  Bight. 

In  New  Brunswick  in  any  one  season  in  excess 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  woodcock. 

In  New  Brunswick  in  any  one  season  in  excess 
of  one  hundred  and1  fifty  ducks. 

In  Ontario  in  any  day  : — 

Ducks  :  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese :  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Brant :  Fifteen. 

Rails, -coots,  and  gallinules:  Twenty-five  in  the 
aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Wilson’s  snipe  or  jack-snipe  :  Twenty-five. 
Woodcock  :  Eight. 

In  Ontario  no  person  shall  kill  in  any  one  season 
in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  ducks. 

And  in  Ontario  in  any  one  season  in  excess  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  woodcock. 

In  Manitoba  in  any  day : — 

Ducks:  Fifteen  before  October  1st.  and  thirty 
thereafter  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Geese :  Ten  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Coots :  Twenty-five. 

AVilson’s  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 

And  in  Manitoba  in  any  open  season  in  excess 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  ducks. 

And  in  Manitoba  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of 
fifty  geese. 

In  Saskatchewan  in  any  day: — 

Ducks  and  geese:  Thirty  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds,  not  more  than  ten  of  which  shall  be  geese. 
Coots :  Twenty-five. 

Wilson’s  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Fifteen. 

And  in  Saskatchewan  in  any  open  season  in 

excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  birds  of  the  family 

Anatidse,  including  ducks  and  geese,  not  more  than 
thirty  of  which  shall  be  geese. 

And  in  Saskatchewan  in  any  open  season  in 

excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Wilson’s  or  jack- 
snipe. 

And  in  Saskatchewan  in  any  open  season  in 

excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  coots. 

In  Alberta  in  any  day : — 

Ducks:  Thirty  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Coots :  Twenty-five. 

Wilson’s  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 

And  in  Alberta  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of 
two  hundred  ducks. 

In  British  Columbia  in  any  day: — 

Band-tailed  pigeons:  Ten. 

Docks:  Twenty  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese:  Ten  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Brant :  Ten. 

Coots :  Twenty -five. 
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Wilson's  snipe  or  jack-snipe:  Twenty-five. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  ducks. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  fifty  geese. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  fifty  brant. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  coots. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Wilson’s  snipe. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in 
excess  of  lifty  band-tailed  pigeons. 

Shooting  Restrictions. 

11.  (a.)  No  person  shall  take,  attempt  to  take, 
kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds 
during  the  open  seasons  provided  hereunder  except 
with  a  gun  not  larger  than  number  10  gauge. 

(b.)  In  British  Columbia  no  person  shall  kill  or 
attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds  with  a 
pump  or  repeating  shotgun,  unless  the  magazine  has 
been  permanently  plugged  or  altered  so  that  it  can¬ 
not  carry  more  than  one  cartridge,  no  person  shall 
kill  or  attempt  to  kill  with  a  rifle  any  migratory 
game  birds,  and  no  person  shall  use  live  decoys  in 
the  hunting  of  band-tailed  pigeons. 

(c.)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  birds  by  the  use  of  any  automatic 
(including  firearms  loaded  by  recoil  or  so-called 
“auto-loading”),  swivel,  or  machine  gun  or  bat¬ 
tery,  or  by  the  use  of  any  aeroplane,  power-boat,  or 
sail-boat,  or  by  the  use  of  night-lights. 

(d. )  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  bird  during  the  night,  which  for  the 
purpose  of  these  Regulations  is  described  as  being 
from  one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour  before  sun¬ 
rise,  but  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  no  person  shall 
kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds 
between  sunset  and  sunrise. 

The  possession  of  night-lights  and  firearms  by 
any  person  during  the  night  in  places  frequented  by 
migratory  game  birds  shall  be  considered  prima 
facia  evidence  of  night  shooting. 

(e.)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  from 
any  motor-vehicle  or  horse-drawn  vehicle  any  mi¬ 
gratory  game  birds. 

(/.)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  birds  in  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick  by  the  use  of  floating  devices  known  as 
sink-boxes,  or  by  the  use  of  sink-boxes  resting  upon 
the  bottom,  or  by  the  use  of  any  similar  device  or 
blind1  entirely  surrounded  by  water,  between  the 
hours  of  1  p.m.  and  one  hour  before  sunrise. 

(g.)  No  person  shall  use  a  power-boat  or  aero¬ 
plane  to  disturb  any  migratory  game  birds  with  the 
intent  of  driving  such  birds  towards  hunters. 

( h .)  No  person  shall  excavate  duck-shooting 
blinds,  or  sink  casks,  boxes,  or  other  similar  devices 
to  serve  as  duck-shooting  blinds,  or  use  any  such 
blinds  for  shooting  black  ducks,  on  the  tidal  flats 
of  Goose  Bay,  of  Little  River  Harbour,  and  of  the 
other  waters  within  a  line  drawn  from  Wedge  Point 
southerly  to  Lobster  Island  ;  thence  north-westerly 
to  the  north  point  of  Tusket  Island  (locally  known 
as  Big  Tusket  Island)  ;  thence  to  the  nearest  point 
of  Calf  Island,  along  the  easterly  shore  thereof- to 
the  northerly  point  thereof,  and  thence  to  Pinkney 
Point,  in  Yarmouth  County,  Nova  Scotia  ;  but  ducli- 
shooting  blinds  may  be  excavated  or  built  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  yards  from 
channel-banks  at  low  water  for  the  purpose  of 
shooting  ducks  other  than  black  ducks  within  said 
area. 

Scientific  Permits. 

12.  Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or 
migratory  non-game  birds  or  parts  thereof,  or  their 
eggs  or  nests,  may  be  taken,  bought,  sold,  shipped, 
transported,  or  possessed  for  scientific  purposes, 
and  said  birds  may  be  captured  for  banding  pur¬ 
poses,  but  only  on  the  issue  of  a  permit  by  the 
Minister  or  by  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him. 

Such  permits  may,  upon  application,  be  granted 
to  recognized  museums,  scientific  societies,  and  to 
any  person  furnishing  written  testimonials  from 
two  well-known  ornithologists. 


Tin*  return  of  specimens  taken  under  such  per 
mils  shall  be  made  to  the  Minister  upon  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  the  permit. 

Propagation  of  Migratory  Biros. 

111.  (a.)  Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivo¬ 
rous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds,  or  their  eggs, 
protected  under  Regulations  made  pursuant  to  the 
“Migratory  Birds  Convention  Act,”  may  be  taken 
nt  any  time  and  in  any  manner  for  propagating 
purposes  only  on  the  issue  of  a  permit  by  the 
Minister  or  by  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him. 
Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  mi¬ 
gratory  non-game  birds  or  their  eggs  so  taken  may 
be  possessed  by  the  permittee  and  may  be  sold  and 
transported  by  him  to  any  person  holding  a  permit 
for  propagating  purposes  issued  by  the  Minister  or 
by  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him. 

(6.)  A  person  authorized  by  a  permit  issued  for 
propagating  purposes  under  this  Regulation  may 
possess,  buy,  sell,  or  transport  migratory  game,  mi¬ 
gratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  none-game  birds, 
or  their  increase  or  eggs,  for  propagating  purposes. 
Such  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or 
migratory  non-game  birds,  except  the  birds  taken 
under  paragraph  (a)  of  this  Regulation,  may  be 
killed  by  him  in  any  manner  except  by  shooting. 
The  unplucked  carcasses,  or  the  plucked  carcasses 
with  heads  attached  thereto,  of  such  birds  may  be 
sold  and  transported  by  the  permittee  to  any  person 
for  consumption,  or  to  the  keeper  of  a  hotel, 
restaurant,  or  boarding-house,  or  to  a  dealer  in 
meat  or  game,  or  to  a  club  for  sale  or  service  to 
their  patrons,  all  of  whom  may  possess  such  car¬ 
casses  for  actual  consumption  without  a  permit. 

(c. )  A  person  granted  a  permit  under  this  Regu¬ 
lation  shall  keep  books  and  records  which  shall 
correctly  set  forth  at  all  times  the  total  number  of 
each  species  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insec¬ 
tivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds  or  their  eggs 
taken  or  in  his  possession.  A  written  report  shall 
be  furnished  the  Minister  during  the  month  of 
January  next  following  the  issuance  of  the  permit. 
This  report  shall  state  the  total  number  of  each 
species  reared  and  killed,  the  number  of  each  species 
or  their  eggs  sold  and  transported,  the  manner  in 
which  such  species  or  eggs  were  transported,  the 
name  and  address  of  each  person  from  or  to  whom 
such  species  or  eggs  were  purchased  or  sold,  to¬ 
gether  with  number  and  species  and  whether  sold 
alive  or  dead ;  and  the  date  of  such  transaction. 

(d. )  Applications  for  permits  to  take  such  birds 
for  propagating  purposes  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
statement  showing : — 

(1.)  The  full  name  and  post-office  address  of  the 
applicant : 

(2.)  The  species  of  birds  or  eggs  that  it  is  de¬ 
sired  to  take : 

(3.)  The  number: 

(4.)  The  place  at  which  the  birds  or  eggs  are  to 
be  taken. 

Applications  for  permits  to  possess,  buy,  sell,  or 
transport  such  birds  for  propagating  purposes  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  statement  showing : — 

(1.)  The  full  name  and  post-office  address  of  the 
applicant : 

(2.)  The  species  and  number  of  birds  that  it  is 
desired  to  possess : 

(3.)  The  area  and  location  of  the  land  to  be  used 
in  the  business  and  whether  owned  or  leased 
by  the  applicant. 

(e. )  The  Minister  may  require  an  applicant  to 
furnish  a  bond  in  support  of  his  application  for  a 
permit  for  propagating  purposes. 

(/.)  A  permittee  shall  at  all  reasonable  hours 
allow  any  game  officer  to  enter  and  inspect  the 
premises  wh  to  operations  are  being  carried  on 
under  these  Regulations,  and  to  inspect  the  books 
and  records  of  such  permittee  relating  thereto. 

(p  )  No  pen-on  holding  a  permit  for  propagating 
purposes  shall  sell  migratory  game,  migratory  insec¬ 
tivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds,  raised  and 
killed  in  captivity,  unless  the  same  shall  bear  a 
metal  tag.  This  tag  shall  be  of  a  type  approved  by 
the  Minister  and  shall  contain  tiie  seal  number 
allotted  to  the  holder  of  the  permit.  It  shall  not 
be  removed  from  the  carcass. 
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Collecting  of  Eiderdown. 

14.  The  Minister,  or  any  person  duly  authorized 
by  him,  may  issue  permits  allowing  persons  owning 
or  Casing  eider-duck  breeding  areas  to  collect, 
possess,  transport,  and  sell  eiderdown. 

Termination  of  Permits. 

15.  All  permits  and  licences  shall  terminate  at 
the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  they  shall 
have  been  issued.  They  shall  not  be  transferable 
and  shall  be  revocable  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Minister. 

Taxidermists. 

lti.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  a 
taxidermist  without  having  first  secured  from  the 
Minister  a  licence  so  to  do.  The  fee  for  this  licence 
shall  be  one  dollar. 

No  taxidermist  shall  receive,  prepare  for  exhibi¬ 
tion  purpose,  or  possess  any  migratory  game, 
migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game 
bird,  or  any  portion  thereof,  unless  such  bird  has 
been  legally  killed,  either  in  the  open  season  for 
such  birds  or  by  the  holder  of  a  permit  for  taking 
birds  for  scientific  purposes. 

Every  licensed  taxidermist  shall  annually  make 
suc-h  returns  as  the  Minister  may  require. 

Every  licensed  taxidermist  shall  keep  books  and 
records  which  correctly  set  forth  the  name  of  each 
migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migra¬ 
tory  non-game  bird  received,  the  date  and  locality 
of  capture,  the  date  received,  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  owner  of  such  bird.  Tluse  books 
and  records  are  to  be  open  to  inspection  by  any 
game  officer  at  any  reasonable  time. 

Shipment  of  Migratory  Birds. 

17.  Any  package  in  which  migratory  game, 
migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game 
birds  or  parts  thereof,  or  their  eggs  or  nests,  are 
shipped  or  transported  shall  be  clearly  marked  on 
the  outsid '  with  the  name  and  address  of  the 
shipper  and  an  accurate  statement  of  the  contents; 
and  in  the  case  of  shipment  or  transportation  of 
such  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or 
migratory  non-game  birds  or  parts  thereof,  or  their 
eggs  or  nests,  for  scientific  or  propagating  purposes, 
any  package  shall  be  clearly  marked  on  the  outside 
with  the  number  of  the  permit,  the  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  shipp _>r,  and  an  accurate  statement  of 
the  contents. 

No  transportation  company  shall  accept  for>  trans¬ 
position  any  package  containing  migratory  game, 
migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game 
birds,  or  their  nests  or  eggs  or  parts  thereof,  unless 
such  packages  shall  bo  marked  as  hereinbefore 
required ;  and  shipment  of  the  same  through  the 
mails  is  prohibited,  unless  marked  as  aforesaid. 

IS.  The  shipment  or  export  of  migratory  game, 
migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non  game 
birds,  or  their  nests  or  eggs,  from  any  Province 
during  the  close  season  in  such  Province  is  pro¬ 
hibited,  except  for  scientific  or  propagating  pur¬ 
poses;  and  traffic  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States  in  any  such  birds,  or  their  eggs,  captured, 
killed,  taken,  or  shipped  at.  any  time  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  the  Province  or  State  in  which  the  same 
are  captured,  killed,  taken,  or  shipped,  is  likewise 
prohibited. 

l!h  No  person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment 
from  Canada  to  the  United  States  any  package  con¬ 
taining  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous, 
or  migratory  non-game  birds,  or  any  parts  thereof 
or  their  eggs,  unless  such  package  shall  have  the 
name  and  address  of  the  shipper  and  an  accurate 
statement  of  the  contents  clearly  marked  on  the 
outside  of  such  package. 

No  transportation  company  .-hall  accept  for  trans¬ 
portation  to  the  United  States  any  packages  of 
migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migra¬ 
tory  non  game  birds,  or  any  parts  thereof  or  their 
eggs,  unless  such  packages  bear  the  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  shipper  and  an  accurate  statement  of 
the  contents;  and  shipment  of  the  same  through 
the  mail*  is  prohibited,  unless  marked  as  aforesaid. 


Provisions  respecting  Damage  by  Birds. 

20.  If  any  of  the  migratory  game,  migratory 
insectivorous,  or  migratory  nomgame  birds  should 
under  extraordinary  conditions  become  seriously 
injurious  to  agricultural,  fishing,  or  other  interests 
in  any  particular  locality,  the  Minister,  or  any 
person  duly  authorized  by  him,  may  issue  permits 
to  kill  such  birds  so  long  as  they  shall  continue  to 
be  injurious.  Applications  for  such  permits  shall 
include  a  full  statement  describing: — 

(1.)  The  species  and  an  estimate  of  the  numbers 
of  birds  committing  the  damage : 

(2.)  The  nature  and  extent  of  the  damage: 

(3.)  The  extent  of  the  agricultural  or  other  in¬ 
terests  threatened  or  involved. 

Such  permits  shall  be  revocable  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Minister.  On  the  expiration  of  the  permit 
the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  shall  furnish  to  the 
Minister  a  written  report  showing  the  number  of 
birds  killed,  the  dates  upon  which  they  were  killed, 
and  the  disposition  made  of  the  dead  birds. 

No  birds  killed  under  such  permits  shall  be 
shipped,  sold,  or  offered  for  sale. 

Special  Regulations  concerning  Birds 
causing  Damage. 

21.  (a.)  Any  British  subject  domiciled  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  may  capture  by  trapping  or  kill 
by  shooting  American  and  red-breasted  mergansers 
within  the  Counties  of  Rimouski,  Metane.  Mata- 
pedia,  Bonaventure,  and  Gasp<?,  Province  of  Quebec, 
on  the  south  shore  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  and 
within  the  County  of  Saguenay,  Province  of  Quebec, 
on  the  north  shore  of  the  Gulf  and  River  St.  Law¬ 
rence,  from  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour 
after  sunset,  from  April  1st  to  August  31st,  both 
dates  inclusive:  Provided  that  the  birds  so  killed 
shall  not  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  or  shipped  or 
transported  from  one  person  to  another,  except 
that  they  may  be  shipped  or  transported  as  a  gift 
to  persons  authorized  by  permits  granted  by  virtue 
of  clause  12  of  these  Regulations  to  take  or  possess 
such  birds  for  scientific  purposes. 

(l>.)  Any  Superintendent  of  Fish  Hatcheries 
situated  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  any  salaried 
Provincial  or  Federal  Game  Officer  duly  appointed 
for  that  Province,  or  any  owner  or  any  lessee  of 
fishing  areas  in  that  Province,  the  hona-fide  em¬ 
ployees  of  such  owners  or  lessees,  and  the  members 
of  fishing  clubs  which  lease  fishing  rights,  may  kill 
loons  by  shooting,  within  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
from  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after  sun¬ 
set,  from  April  1st  to  October  31st,  both  dates
